vets Mill Rate 


Setting the mill rate for the year 
Was the most important business 
of the council meeting of the Mount- 
ain View municipality held at Olds 
on Saturday afternoon. 

The secretary-trensurer presented 
the estimates and the mill rate was 
set at 7 mills. When the discount 
of 5 per cent , which will be allowed 
on taxes paid on or before December 
16th, is taken into consideration. 
the rate will have been reduced 
approximately one mill 

The consolidation of taxes was 
discussed and it was pointed out 
that the discounts on arrears, under 
the scheme, would amount to about 
$7,000 on municipal taxes; $5,000 
on school taxes and $1,700 on pro- 
vincial taxes. 

While tax congolidation is not yet 
in etfect, the council is allowing the 
discount provided in the act on all 
arrears of taxes paid. The secretary 
stated that a good many of the 
taxpayers are taking advantage of 
this coneession 

The secretary was instrueted to 
ask the C.P.R. to widen the Bullard 
crossing, a half-mile north of Olds, 
to conform with the grade
